The petition relates that De Lucia's real 
name is Felice De Lucia and that he entered the United 
States under the name rae Maglio, 


Immigration and Naturalization Service records 
indicate that De Lucia had been convicted in 1917 in 
Italy for murder at which time he was sentenced to serve 
two years in prison. He was a fugitive from that country on 
another murder charge in 1920 and. sentenced to serve 20 years 
in Absentia when he entered the United States, 


In 1962 De Lucia was ordered deported to Italy 
by United States authorities; however, his attorneys 
obtained a last minute writ of stay wherein a petition 
for discretionary relief by De Lucia was ordered, 


In his petition for discretionary relief 
De Lucia indicated persecution by Italian authorities if 
he were deported to that country, also claimed ill health 
and hardship to his family.

He resides at a home in River Forest, Illinois, 
which has been valued at between $125,000 to $250,000; 
He has previously owned an eleven hundred acre farm in
